For Old Age Assistance — George Hawkins made a 

motion, seconded by Fred Moss, that $2,000.00, instead 

of $2,500.00, be raised and appropriated for Old Age 

Assistance. The Motion carried. 2,000 00 
For Memorial Day and Care of Memorial: After much 

discussion, it was recommended to delete ‘‘and care 

of Memorial” from this appropriation. James Dane 

made a motion seconded by Andrew Belanger, to raise 

and appropriate the sum of $150.00 for Memorial Day. 

It was so voted. 150 00 
For Care of Common — Fred Moss made a motion, 

seconded by Robert Normandin, that $200.00 be raised 

and appropriated for the care of the Common and the 

Memorial. It was so voted. 200 00 
Selectman Roland Sallada explained that if the children 

took their games to playground, rather than use the 


Common, $200.00 would be sufficient, and appealed to 
the parents to cooperate.

Article 4. Roland Sallada made a motion, seconded by Robert 
Foote, that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $1,880.51, the 
State to contribute $12,536.74, for Town Road Aid. It was so voted in 
the affirmative. 

Article 5. A motion was made by Howard Towne, seconded by 
Lorenzo Perry, that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,000.00 to resurface tarred roads in Town. It was so voted in the af- 
firmative. 

Article 6. A motion was made by Fred Moss, seconded by Harold 
Strong, that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00, the 
State to contribute $2,000.00 for the construction of a sidewalk, curb- 
ing, landscaping and necessary drainage; the construction to be per- 
formed from the Town Common to Depot Bridge, abutting Route 13. 

After much discussion, Marjorie Bose moved the question, second- 
ed by Fred Moss, which was voted in the affirmative. A standing vote 
was taken on the original voted — 115 Yes votes, making it affirmative. 


Article 7. Kenneth Barss made a motion, seconded by Gloria 
Barss, that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 to raze 
the former High School Building and landscape the area. An amend- 
ment was offered by Fred Moss, seconded by George Hawkins, that the 
Town vote to raze the former High School Building and landscape the 
area, using the $1,385.00 balance raised and appropriated for repairs at 
the 1969 meeting and carried on the books as a liability. 

It was an affirmative vote on the original vote and then a standing 
vote was taken on the amendment — 109 Yes — 45 No, making it an 
affirmative vote. 

Recessed at 10:00 P.M., and polls opened, to allow late arrivals to 
vote and for refreshments. The meeting reconvened at 10:40 P.M. 


Article 8. Randall Parker made a motion, seconded by Claude 
Marsilia that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 for 
the Conservation Fund, said Fund to be used in accordance with Chap- 
ter 36-A, New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated. 

It was so voted in the affirmative. 


Article 9. A motion was made by John Ballou, seconded by How- 
ard Towne, that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 rep- 
resenting the Town’s 25% share of costs, in cooperation with the Fed- 
eral Government paying the remaining 75% of costs, for conversion of 
the present mobile police radios and the purchase of a police radio base 
station. 

It was so voted in the affirmative. 

Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Ordinance

Change to read ‘they shall issue the 
first Annual House Trailer or Mobile Home Permit to the appli- 
cant to be valid until the following April Ist’. 

It was so moved by Yvonne Gomes, seconded by Donald Byam, 
and voted in the affirmative. 


Para 4.C. 

Delete first 13 lines and on line 14 delete ‘this ordinance’. In- 
sert the following: ‘An Annual House Trailer or Mobile Home 
Permit renewal is required each year. This renewal will be is- 
sued only after (1) an affirmative finding by the Selectmen, 
after inspecting the subject house trailer or mobile home and 
the property on which it is situated, that it is being maintained 
in accordance with the provisions and purposes of the ordi- 
nance. (2) paynent of an Annual House Trailer or Mobile Home 
Permit. fee in the amount of Five Dollars ($5.00) which shall be 
due and payable on April lst of each year. 

Continue with line 14 starting ‘Any such permit... etc’ or act 
in relation thereto. 

It was so moved by Yvonne Gomes, seconded by Mary Louise 
Gould. 

Albert Berger offered an amendment, which was duly second- 
ed, that the payment of an Annual House Trailer or Mobile 
Home Permit fee in the amount of five dollars ($5.00), which 
was for inspecting, not be paid. 

The motion, with the amendment, was voted in the affirmative. 


It was suggested and the consensus of the meeting was in accord 
with the suggestion that those portions of the 1965 ordinance relating 
to trailers and mobile homes be printed separate from the other por- 
tions of said ordinance. 

Article 11. A motion was made by Elizabeth Moore, seconded by 
Dorothy Fillmore, that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum

of $1,035.00 to support the services of the Monadnock Community Vis- 
iting Nurse Association, Inc. 

After much discussion, Roland Marchand, moved the question, sec- 
onded by Lynette Tautkus, which was voted in the affirmative. A 
standing vote was 86 Yes. The motion carried. 

Article 12. A motion was made by Robert Normandin, seconded 
by Donald Byam, that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $25.00 in cooperation with the New Hampshire Forestry and Recrea- 
tion Commission for the opening and maintaining of trails and old roads 
for Forest Fire Protection, the New Hampshire Forestry and Recreation 
Commission to provide a matching sum not in excess of $25.00 for this 
purpose. The motion carried. 

Article 13. Donald Byam, seconded by Robert Todd, made a mo- 
tion that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $150.00 for 
White Pine Blister Rust Control. The motion carried. 

Article 14. Kenneth Barss made a motion, seconded by Christo- 
pher Dumaine, that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,000.00 to be put in a Capital Reserve Fund toward the purchase of 
New Fire Apparatus in the near future. The motion carried. 

Article 15. A motion was made by Kenneth Barss, seconded by 
Christopher Dumaine, that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000.00 to be put in a Capital Reserve Fund toward the build- 
ing of a New Fire Station in the near future. The motion carried. 

Article 16. A motion was made by Donald Byam, seconded by 
Paul Labrecque, that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,000.00 toward the purchase of New Road Machinery in the near fu- 
ture. The motion carried. 

Article 17. A motion was made by Laurier Michaud, seconded by 
Merton Chancey, that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $215.00 for repairs to the Wason Memorial Building. The motion car- 
ried. 

Article 18. A motion was made by Donald Byam, seconded by 
Linden Hodgkins, that the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell 
or administer property of the Town acquired by tax deed or gift. 

An amendment was made by Everett Dicey, seconded by Randall 
Parker, that it be by public auction. The motion with the amendment 
carried. 

Article 19. Howard Prince made a motion, seconded by Paul Wil- 
son that the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to hire money to 
meet the necessary expenses of the Town. The motion carried. 

Article 20. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting. 

Albert Berger made a motion, seconded by Daniel McCreary, as op- 
posed to broad base state taxes. 

An amendment was made by Fred Moss, seconded by Paul La- 
brecque, to move the adoption of the following resolution: “Be it re- 
solved that this town meeting go on record as being opposed to any 


state sales and/or income taxes and that any future action regarding 
same be the subject of a special referendum held not later than March 
15, 1972”. The motion and amendment carried, Yes — 82, No — 22. 

A motion was made by Kenneth Marvell, seconded by Linda Her- 
sey, that the moderator appoint a five-member study committee to 
study all aspects of a cement or wooden covered bridge over the Piscat- 
aquog river at the 4-H Youth Foundation land, and report back to the 
Town. The motion carried and the following were appointed members 
of the committee: Kenneth Marvell 

Roland Marchand 
Linda Hersey 
Jessie Harvell 
Leon Daniels 

John Young made a motion, seconded by David Whipple, that the 
Selectmen be requested to enforce Chapter 239 of the laws of the State 
of New Hampshire 1969, RSA 466:31 Dogs as a Menace, RSA 466:33 — 
Dogs at Large and RSA 466:34 — Dogs Pursuing Game. The motion 
carried. 

As the 4-H Work Shop in the rear of the Old High School Building 
was not included in the demolishment of the School Building, Everett 
Dicey made a motion, seconded by David Whipple, that the handtub 
Constitution No. 2 and that the New Boston Artillery Company carriage 
of the Molly Stark Cannon be stored there until other storage facilities 
become available. The storage of these would not interfere with the 
project activities being carried out by the 4-H boys. Robert Foote, 
speaking for the Hand Tub Association, advised the meeting that the 
Association would do such glass replacement, painting and other such 
maintenance work on said building as would be necessary to keep it in 
a fit condition for the storage of the handtub and gun carriage. The 
motion carried. 

A motion was made by Roland Sallada, seconded by Daniel Mc- 
Creary, and so voted that this portion of the meeting end and, after the 
ballots are counted and results announced, the meeting stands ad- 
journed. 

The meeting ended at 1:30 A.M., March 10th and the ballots count- 
ed and results announced at 3:25 A.M.

A PROPOSED ORDINANCE TO REGULATE 
REMOVAL OF EARTH PRODUCTS FROM NEW BOSTON 

The removal of earth products including all types of 
soil, humus, peat, loam, sand, gravel and bedrock from the 
Town of New Boston is prohibited unless authorized by the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Authorization for earth products removal shall be by 
written permit from the Board of Selectmen. Issuance of 
said permit shall be by the following procedure: 

1. Written application must be made to the Board of 
Selectmen. Said application shall include the fol- 
lowing information: 

a. Location of proposed excavation. 

b. Legal names and addresses of (1) the individual 
or firm applying for the earth products removal 
permit, (2) the owner of the property, (3) owners 
of all property located within 600 feet. 

c. Estimated quantity of material to be removed. 

d. A topographical map of the area with existing 
and final contours may be required at the dis- 
cretion of the Selectmen, depending on extent of 
proposed excavation. 

e. Method of removal and routes of transport of 
material. 

f. Hours and days of operation. 

g. Anticipated duration of removal operation. 

h. Plan for area once excavation is completed. The 
plan shall include final grade and topsoil and 
vegetation cover. 

2. The application shall be submitted together with a 
fee of $25.00. 

3. The Board of Selectmen shall within ten (10) days 
of receipt of the application either by unanimous 
vote issue an earth products removal permit with 
any restrictions they deem necessary to protect the 
interest of the Town, or deny the permit applica- 
tion. The permit will be issued only under the fol- 
lowing conditions: 
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a. The excavation is not detrimental to the welfare 
of the Town in terms of property values and his- 
toric or scenic character. 


b. The operation does not endanger the public 
health or safety or constitute a nuisance through 
production of noise, dust or other by-products 
seriously objectionable or detrimental to the 
normal use of adjacent property. 


c. The earth removal does not result in traffic con- 
gestion or hazards and does not result in undue 
injury to ways over which material is trans- 
ported. 


d. When the removal of material is completed, the 
site shall be established to prevent erosion and 
shall meet the conditions stated in paragraph 
3-a above. 


e. A performance bond is posted with the Treasur- 
er of the Town of New Boston by the applicant 
in an amount approved by the Board of Select- 
men as sufficient to guarantee conformity with 
the provisions of paragraph 3-d of this Ordi- 
nance. 


The Board of Selectmen, at its discretion, may 
waive this requirement for a performance bond 
where the proposed excavation is of such a small 
scale as to have little adverse effect on the health, 
safety and welfare of the community and will have 
no measurable effect on property values in the 
neighborhood. 


Upon denial of permit, the applicant may request a 
public hearing, to be held within thirty (30) days of 
request upon at least twenty (20) days notice in a 
newspaper with local distribution and after notices 
by registered or certified mail are sent to abutters 
of record to the removal site. The Board of Select- 
men shall act as stipulated in paragraph 3 of this 
Ordinance, with the exception that only a majority 
vote is necessary to grant a permit. . 
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5. The earth removal permit shall be valid for a period 
of no longer than twelve (12) months from the ef- 
fective date and may be renewed without fee by a 
majority vote of the Board of Selectmen. 

6. The penalty for violation of this Ordinance or of the 
restrictions on the permit will mean revocation of 
the existing permit after a public hearing, plus a 
fine of not more than $50.00 for each offense. Each 
day of violation shall constitute a separate offense. 

7. This Ordinance and any amendments thereto shall 
become effective when passed by majority vote at 
a Town Meeting, or act in relation thereto.

FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 


SCHOOL WARRANT 
The Finance Committee met with the School Board to discuss 
the preliminary budget 1972-1973, and it was recommended that it 
should be reduced $1,275.00, making an over-all total of $328,174.54 
to be raised and appropriated for support of schools. 


TOWN WARRANT 

The Finance Committee met with the Selectmen to discuss the 
budget and warrant and, as a result of this meeting, we, the Finance 
Committee, recommended that the Town Hall budget be reduced 
from $6,000 to $5,500; also the Summer Maintenance budget to be 
$16,000, Winter Maintenance $15,000, Tarring Roads $6,000 and the 
money received from the State Highway Subsidy be listed as income, 
to reduce the property tax rate. 

The Finance Committee recommends the Town appropriate the 
sum of $34,000 to build a new fire house on the former high school 
site and, if this site is not suitable, to appropriate the sum of $10,000 
to purchase the necessary land and prepare same for the building 
of a new fire station... -- ro 

The Finance Committee recommends the Town appropriate the 
sum of $10,000 for construction of a new bridge on Route 136. 

The Finance Committee did not have enough information to 
make any recommendations for or against the sum of $500 for a 
Conservation Fund. 

The Finance Committee does not recommend $200 for painting 
trim, ete. of the library, but suggests the use of the income from 
the Wason Fund.

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REPORT OF THE 
FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 
Lest we forget — it can happen here 

Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy hundreds 
of homes are more prevalent on the west coast with their 
dry seasons and strong, dry, hot winds, but 25 years ago 
this fall is the anniversary of a disaster that devastated large 
areas of northern New England leaving villages in ashes 
with rows of cellar-holes and chimneys in a number of sum- 
mer vacation home locations. Many lives were lost on that 
destructive day of October 23, 1947; nothing could stop the 
wind driven flames. 

It is true that such conditions are unusual for New Hamp- 
shire, but they happened once, they can happen again. The 
fuel for fires is all around us. All it takes is a firebrand. 
Only by cultivating a habit of carefulness with fire at all 
times can we meet the challenge of protection when dry 
conditions prevail. Please let these reminders be your 
guide: 

1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, dis- 
card a firebrand —a lighted match or a glowing cigarette. 

2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. The 
burning of household rubbish is not permitted if your town 
has rubbish collection. Burning of grass or garden litter can 
be dangerous. See your warden first. 

3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allowed, 
and if they are, put them dead out when leaving. 

4. Most Important — Instruct your children in the dan- 
ger of the lighted match. A lighted match and dry grass 
or forest litter is a dangerous combination which leads to 
destructive loss and can lead to tragedy. 

The past year, 1971, was a favorable year for the control 
of fires. There were too many fire starts in some towns. We 
thank those who remembered and asked others to heed 
Smokey'’s message.

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REPORT OF THE FORESTRY COMMITTEE 


To the Selectmen of New Boston 
January 13, 1972 

The year just completed was one of relative inactivity on the 
part of the Forestry Committee. Work accomplished was limited 
to the completion of two acres of weeding and two acres of thin- 
ning to insure that there will be high quality trees of the desired 
species on as much of the town property as possible. This work 
cost the town $120.00 of which $80.00 was repaid to the town by 
the Rural Environmental Assistance Program. 

It may be interesting to note that since 1967, the total ex- 
pense of the committee has been approximately $1742.00 and the 
income from timber sales and from government subsidies (REAP) 
has been about $6448.00. 

Work not accomplished during 1971, specifically the sale of 
about 150,000 board feet of mature timber on the Lydia Dodge lot, 
and the surveying of the Dodge lot will be done during 1972. Fur- 
ther, the timber stand improvement program will continue. 

The management efforts have all been directed towards the 
Lydia Dodge lot to this time, however, management will com- 
mence on the other properties as soon as the improvement harvest 
program has been completed on this lot.

PLANNING BOARD ANNUAL REPORT 1971 


Herbert Elliott, Jr. is the new member appointed by the se- 
lectmen. Harold Strong is the member from the selectmen. 

At the first meeting Richard Whynall was voted as Chairman 
and Yvonne Gomes as Secretary-Treasurer. 

There were 17 application requests for sub-division this year. 
Of these 14 were completed by applicants, approved and filed at 
the registry of deeds office. The State Water Supply and Pollu- 
tion Control Commission issued a letter in August that a law had 
been passed which made state approval mandatory for sub-division 
before filing at the registry of deeds office. 

A group of citizens appeared at a board meeting in April. As 
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an outcome of this meeting, a committee of Marjorie Coburn, 
Fred Moss, Christopher Dumaine and Albert Berger with Rhoda 
Clark as chairman, was organized to telephone opinion poll a 
cross section of voters regarding zoning and building codes for New 
Boston and any other suggestions were appreciated. Of 331 per- 
sons polled 180 favored a zoning ordinance, 118 opposed and 43 
were undecided; of a building code 153 favored, 139 opposed and 
41 were undecided. Over 40 persons attended a public meeting 
and discussion of this poll. At this meeting it was recommended 
that a master plan for New Boston was of immediate concern. 
This plan should consider keeping the small town atmosphere of 
New Boston which we now enjoy while trying to improve and up- 
grade standards to levels required to live in our society today. 

The board met with the covered bridge committee and voted 
it could only offer its endorsement of the covered bridge for its 
aesthetic value to the town. The board has no authority regarding 
construction. 

In addition to the regular meetings there were two special 
hearings regarding sub-divisions and a public meeting regarding 
the poll.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Board of Selectmen re-appointed Marjorie Colburn to serve on 
the Commission. Officers elected for the year: H. Randall Parker, chair- 
man; Waldon B. Hersey, vice-chairman; Marjorie Colburn, secretary; 
Carolyn Todd, treasurer. 

As a result of affirmative action taken at_last town meeting, the 
Commission was able to purchase the James E. Cousins property for the 
town, and the deed has been properly recorded. 

We began a study of a wetlands project in the South Hill area, in 
conjunction with the Soil Conservation Service. 

The Commission continued gathering data in its study of municipal 
dump problems. We consulted with state officials and representatives 
from our committee visited incinerator operations in North Conway and 
Waterville and landfill operations in Manchester and Nashua. We set 
up a meeting with members from adjacent towns to discuss the com- 
mon problem. A report and general recommendation has been submit- 
ted to the Selectmen. 

We also have been engaged in research of action taken by the 
town in years past with regard to the classification of various town 
roads, and we are preparing a map for use of the public. 

We recommend the Commission make application to the Ford 
Foundation for a planning grant in 1972, and hope the town will take 
advantage of the opportunity through passage of Article No. 9. 

We also recommend passage of a town ordinance regulating land 
excavations.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION DUMP STUDY REPORT 


In its study of the various alternatives to open dump burning for 
the dispcsal of solid waste, the New Boston Conservation Commission 
has come to the conclusion that the sanitary landfill method is the only 
practical operation at this time, and the only method economically 
feasible. 

Technology is needed to overcome many of the existing problems 
involved with the incineration technique, and practical recycling meth- 
ods have not been developed to date. 

We recommend that the town seriously explore the possibility of 
going into a regional operation because the capital investment and op- 
eration of a landfill for a town as small as ours would be very expensive 
to handle alone. We suggest possible studies with towns such as Goffs- 
town and Weare. (Representatives from Mont Vernon are looking to- 
ward Milford as a natural regional area; and Francestown toward Peter- 
borough.) 

If the town were receptive to the idea, partial re-cycling could be 
attained through the saving of cardboard and newspapers, bottles and 
heavy metal appliances, each in designated depots. This would length- 
en the life of a disposal site; there are nearby collection stations for 
these items and some have marketable value.

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1970 and De- 
cember 31, 1971 are presented in Exhibit A. As indicated therein, 
the Net Surplus increased $15,711.73 during 1971. 


Analysis of Change of Financial Condition 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the town dur- 
ing the year is made in Exhibit B, with the factors which caused the 
change indicated therein. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined 
and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks were compared with 
supporting invoices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of 
records. Receipts were checked for documentation insofar as possible 
and total of receipts and expenditures verified. Book balances were 
verified by comparison with reconciled bank statements obtained 
from depository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes was made 
by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the col- 
lector’s records. The amounts of uncollected taxes and unredeemed 
taxes as indicated in the report are therefore subject to any changes 
which may be necessitated by the return of verification notices.

I herewith submit my tenth annual report relative to the schools 
of New Boston. 

The total enrollment of 393 students in September 1971 was com- 
prised of 214 in the New Boston Schools and 179 tuition students 
as follows:

Mr. Jeffrey Stevens continues to guide the local educational effort 
as teacher-principal of the New Boston Central School. Eugene Mer- 
chant was added to a staff that otherwise remained unchanged for the 
1971-72 year. Miss Cheryl Chester was named music teacher. 


Area School Plan Adopted 

The voters of Goffstown, New Boston and Dunbarton at the March 
1971 School District Meeting accepted the Recommendations of the 
AREA School Study Committee and adopted the AREA School Plan ef- 
fective July 1, 1971. 

The action assures New Boston continued participation in the 
Goffstown educational system Grades 7 through 12 and the benefit of 
financial advantages inherent in the plan through increased state aid. 

I wish to gratefully acknowledge the dedicated work of the New 
Boston AREA Study Committee members John Young, Mrs. Cora Trim- 
bur and Howard Towne who were instrumental in the ultimate adoption 
of the plan which had been studied by the three towns since March 
1966. 

Goffstown Votes Addition 

The citizens of Goffstown at the March 1971 School District Meet- 
ing voted to appropriate nearly two million dollars for an addition to 
the million dollar Goffstown High School completed in 1965. Septem- 
ber 1972 has been set as the completion date of the new facility which 
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when combined with the Goffstown High School will provide an out- 
standing facility to house Grades 7 through 12. The addition will re- 
lieve the present overcrowding at the high school and junior high 
school. With additional space, the curriculum offerings will be expand- 
ed for September 1972, and additional teachers and other professional 
staff personnel such as guidance will be employed. The educational op- 
portunity extended to the students will be appreciably enhanced. 


The Challenge Ahead 

New Boston is educationally fortunate to be a part of the Goffs- 
town AREA School which with a three million dollar physical plant, an 
excellent staff and a New England Association of Secondary Schools 
and Colleges Approved Curriculum can cater to the varied educational 
needs of the students of the three towns. 

Locally we were fortunate to build an excellent facility at a time 
when it was economically proper to build. 

The challenge of providing facilities for current school populations 
has for the most part been met. 

At the local level, New Boston must undertake in the immediate 
future a staff development program and a curriculum development pro- 
gram to assure that the boys and girls of New Boston have the finest in 
teaching methods and techniques and appropriate materials for achiev- 
ing at each individual’s capacity to learn.

Pre-school registration was held May 19, 1971. Twenty-one chil- 
dren were registered; each child received a vision and hearing and den- 
tal examination. Discussions were held with each parent to determine 
the health history and emotional maturity of the child. Arrangements 
were made with the First Grade Teacher present to schedule readiness 
tests for the children. 

One child was taken to Dr. Eluto with abdominal pains. 

Two children developed pneumonia during the school year — two 
had appendectomies — one child had a hernia repair. 

A good grooming film was shown to the 4th, 5th, and 6th grade 
boys with a discussion and question and answer period following. A 
menstrual hygiene educational film was shown to the 5th and 6th grade 
girls with a discussion and question and answer period following. 

Mrs. Janet Burton, state dental hygienist presented a program to 
grades one through four and distributed literature dealing with dental 
care on March 15. A dental fluoridation program was given with 127 
children participating. At that time a dental hygienist checked each 
child’s teeth, cleaned them, and applied fluoride. 

A program was presented March 24th dealing with drug and alco- 
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hol abuse. The 5th and 6th grades heard Mr. Warren Bockway discuss 
the effects of drugs. A film was shown about alcoholism, with another 
question and answer period following. 

On March 29th, Miss Libby Prough, 4-H nutritionist, presented an 
informative program explaining what good nutrition is, and what foods 
are important for a well balanced diet. This was presented to ail stu- 
dents. Literature was distributed to the children. 

The cafeteria workers received physical examinations including 
throat cultures and serology. 

Five immunization clinics were held in New Boston in co-operation 
with the State Public Health Department and Monadnock Visiting 
Nurse Association. A total of 447 immunizations were given to New 
Boston pre-school and Grades 1 - 6 age children. 

Mr. Richard Hechtl, school educational consultant, conducted a 
number of conferences with students and parents. 

Various conferences were arranged with teachers and parents. In 
order to keep everyone informed, home visits and many phone calls 
were used to stay in contact with parents.

ARTICLE 1 — On motion by P. Vaughn Smith, with second by 
Read Brown and Robert Normandin, it was unanimously VOTED that 
the salaries of the School Board and Truant Officer and the compensa- 
tion of any other officers or agents of the District be accepted 
and adopted as listed in the budget. 

ARTICLE 2 — Cora Trimbur moved and Howard Towne seconded 
that the reports of Agents, Auditors and Committees or Officers chosen 
be accepted as printed in the School District Report. An opportunity 
was given the voters to peruse the reports, and after some discussion, 
the article was voted in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE 3 — To choose Agents and Committees in relation to any 
subject embraced in this warrant. It was unanimously VOTED to pass 
over this article, to return later in the meeting if necessary after motion 
by John Young and seconded by P. Vaughn Smith. 

ARTICLE 4 — It was moved by Vaughn Smith with second by 
Richard Whynall and Christopher Dumaine that the District vote to 
authorize the School Board to make application for and to accept, on 
behalf of the District, any or all grants or offers for educational pur- 
poses which may now or hereafter be forthcoming from the State of 
New Hampshire and/or United States. It was a VOTE in the affirma- 
tive. 

ARTICLE 5 — Shall the School District accept the provisions of 
RSA 195-A (as amended) providing for the establishment of an area 
school located in Goffstown to serve grades 7 through 12 from the 
School Districts of New Boston, Dunbarton and Goffstown in accord- 
ance with the provision of the plan on file with the district clerk. This 
article was moved by Cora Trimbur and seconded by Roland R. Schreib 
and Roland Sallada. A report was rendered by the Area School Com- 
mittee, which consists of members of the current School Board, Cora G. 
Trimbur as the designated spokesman. Mrs. Trimbur explained that the 
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only significant changes between the existing agreement with Goffs- 
town and the Area Plan would be that State funds would be made 
available to assist in building costs and the tuition rate would be based 
on the current year’s operations, rather than on the previous year, as 
has been the basis up to now. Much discussion followed on this Article, 
with explanation being offered by the School Board members and by 
Ernest Peltonen, by invitation. The provisions of the plan are attached 
to the official minutes of the School District Clerk. It was required that 
this Article be voted by ballot, in order to be certain that only qualified 
voters voted, said voters being regulated by the checklist. A total of 76 
votes were cast by ballot, with 72 affirmative and 4 negative votes be- 
ing cast. The motion was declared an affirmative VOTE by Moderator 
Nixon. 

ARTICLE 6 — It was moved by John Young that the District vote 
to raise and appropriate $289,088.43 for the support of schools, for the 
payment of salaries of school district officials and agents and for the 
payment of the statutory and contractual obligations of the District. 
The motion was seconded by Cora Trimbur and Howard Towne. It was 
requested that the budget be gone through item by item with expla- 
nation of each figure submitted. John Young explained the various 
items, and explained that a considerable increase in salaries from $69,- 
218 to $78,800 was to provide for an additional teacher for the 4th 
through 6th grades, plus salary increases for present teachers. A de- 
crease was noted in textbooks since considerable money had been 
spent in previous years to complete a series of texts and this amount 
would fill in the remaining gaps. Considerable discussion ensued on a 
$400 increase under Library and Audiovisual Materials, and concern was 
noted that we might become involved in maintaining a library at the 
school with all the incumbent expenses of a library and librarian. Some 
question was raised as to State Statutes governing such an eventual- 
ity. Mr. Peltonen was invited to explain the State’s jurisdiction in this 
matter and he explained that when we got to be large enough — 300 to 
400 students — we would be required to hire a librarian and maintain 
a library, or until such time as the State Department of Education en- 
forces current regulations. In the meantime, we had no cause to wor- 
ry. There being no further discussion, the article was VOTED unani- 
mously. 

ARTICLE 7 — To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting. On motion by Pat Getman and second by 
Rolland Schreib, it was moved that the School be requested to include 
in next year’s School District budget a sufficient amount of money to 
hire an art teacher for the elementary school. After some discussion, 
and question on the voice vote, a division of the house was called for 
with 38 affirmative and 19 negative votes. The motion carried. 

Roland Sallada requested that the School Board this year give to 
the Selectmen a schedule of payments. He noted that of a budgeted 
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amount of $193,490.57 for the previous year, only $35,000 had been re- 
quested, requiring the town to carry a liability of $158,490.57 . 

On the request of John Bunting, Mrs. Richard Moore explained the 
School Dental health program. 

At the request of Robert Normandin recognition was made of re- 
tiring School Board member, P. Vaughn Smith, and the chair directed 
that the record show that the meeting unanimously endorsed the rec- 
ommendation and a standing ovation was accorded Mr. Smith. Mr. 
Smith then requested that two other people who worked hard and long 
and had no previous recognition be commended: they are Mrs. Richard 
Moore and Mrs. Reed Brown. A standing ovation was also rendered 
them. 

On motion by Roland Sallada and second by Richard Whynall the 
meeting was adjourned at 10:28 p.m.
